New York, May 15—Erwin G. Baker broke all transcontinental rec- 


ords except those of railroad trains which run through by day and night 
when he arrived here ten minutes after mid-night—or at ten pail twelve 
o'clock this morning—having made the trip across the continent in ex- 
acftly eleven days, eleven hours and ten minutes. : His total mileage was 
3. 578.9. 


And the Ia& two days were made in the rain with all the miserable 


mud that goes with it. 


The transcontinental record for automobiles is seventeen days, but 


but with the machine running night and day, with two shifts ot drivers, 
one riding by Pullman sleeper to the next town, while his companion 
drove. 


The record of Volney Davis from New York to San Francisco was 


twenty days, 19 hours, 11 minutes. His total mileage was 3,482.8 miles. 


Baker made 418 miles on his Usft day's run, over roads reeking and 


slippery from overmuch rains. 
He was "gotmed with goo," and wet 


but game clear through to the core of his hettt.
